Nov. 19 Draft 
Test Bulletins 

At Board Office 

TJC students can pick up bulle¬ 
tins of information about the Nov. 
19 Selective Service test at board 
offices, now. Lieutenant Colonel 
Moms S. Schwartz, deputy^ state 
Selective Service, Austin, 'direc¬ 
tor said today. 

The Nov. 19 test is scheduled to 
be given in 43 Texas communitie 
on 51. gqllege ^and^imarn^ 
puses. 

Applicants for the test will mail 
applications to Educational Test¬ 
ing Service in Self-addressed en¬ 
velopes which will be given to 
them at local boards with infor¬ 
mation bulletins and application 
blanks. Applications must be post¬ 
marked no later than midnight, 
Monday, Nov. 2. 

To be eligible to apply for the 
Selective Service test, the student 
must (1) intend to request defer¬ 
ment as a student, (2) be satisfac¬ 
torily pursuing a full-time course 
of instruction, and (3) not pre¬ 
viously have taken the test. 

It is not mandatory for'local 
boards to defer students even 
though they make scores equal or 
better than the criteria outlined in 
Selective Service regulations, ex¬ 
plained Schwartz. 

A total of 7,014 students are 
currently deferred by Texas draft 
boards for scores on draft tests, 
class standing, and for other rea¬ 
sons. Only 228 have the manda¬ 
tory deferment required by law. 

Students whose academic year 
ends in January are urged to take 
the November test so they will 
have a test score on file at their 
boards before the end of their 
academic year. 

“At that time, their boards usu¬ 
ally reopen and reconsider their 
cases to determine whether they 
should be deferred as students,” 
Colonel Schwartz said. 

A total of more than 483,000 
students have taken the draft tests 
over the nation.

Can you imagine TJC without 
its recreational center, the Tee 
Pee? 

This lively wigwam has been an 
important part of the Apache res¬ 
ervation for a long time. From its 
meager beginning'the Tee Pee has 
developed into one of the most 
popular places on the campus. 
Proof of this may be found at al¬ 
most any time during the day, and 
especially during the noon hour 
or activity period, when students 
congregate in large numbers to 
eat, play pool, dominoes, ping pong 
or just talk. 

The first Tee Pee was a far cry 
from the present one. The original 
student union building housed 
only a few tables and chairs which 
limited the students’ recreation to 
gossip and playing dominoes and 
cards. 

From the existence of these in¬ 
sufficient facilities there arose an 
improvement campaign a few 
years later that saw the addition 
of a snack bar, booths, and a 
ping pong table. 

The period of development 
marched onward. This period 
•marched considerably more re¬ 
freshed, however, as among the 
next improvements to the Tee Pee 
was the addition of a soft drink 
dispenser and a jukebox. Also 
added for the convenience of the 
students was a public pay tele¬ 
phone. 

Last year the first pool table 
was installed, providing another 


outlet for the students’ excess en¬ 
ergy and leisure. This year a sec¬ 
ond pool table was installed. It 
has been said that the Tee Pee’s 
pool tables rank second in popu¬ 
larity only to dining tables. 

This year, due to a- substantial 
increase in enrollment and cor¬ 
responding increase in the variety 
of students interests, the Tee Pee 
was improved even more, with a 
grip testing machine, popcorn ma¬ 
chine, weight scale, and five new 
booths bringing the total number 
of booths to twelve. 

Presiding over the snack bar 
and book store are genial Mrs., 
Ola Musslewhite, who began her 
duties here in 1948, and friendly 
Edwin “Pinky” Fowler, Apache 
band director.

During the warm portion of the 
school year the Tee Pee is kept 
cool by an attic fan, and during 
the cold winter months, two large 
fan-blown gas heaters keep the 
student’s wig warm. This, no 
doubt, gave rise to the coining of 
the word wigwam. 

The Tee Pee not only houses the 
book store, snack bar and all rec¬ 
reational facilities, but is also the 
place where many pep rallies and 
assemblies are held during the 
year. 

The Tee Pee often works over¬ 
time, being the scene of many 
after-school dancs, parties, and 
organizational meetings.
